It came out at a recent convention 
of delegates, representing charities 
and corrections, at the capital of Wie- 
consin, that there are now in the 
United States fully 100,000 insane peo- 
ple, of whom less than one-half can 
be accommodated in the public and 
private asylums. It appears, also, 
that insanity i is increasing more than 
threefold ‘as fast as the population. 
The increase from 1870 to 1880 was 
100 per cent., against 30 per cent. 
increase of population, ‘The asylums 
are costing $12,000,000 a year, and yet 
more are cared for out of them than in 
them. The ratio of cures to the total 
of the afflicted is leas than it was 10 
years ago, and asylum statistics show 
that it is oniy by taking hold of the 
disease in its early stages that a cure 
is at all possible. Alcoholism ”’ is 
presented as one of the chief causes of 
this increase of madness, and the mar- 
Triage of persons inheriting the disease 
another. 

Startling as the theory may seem at 
first thought, it is probably suceptible 
of proof that the increase of insanity 

keeps about even pace with the ad- 
vance of civilization. The States that 
are most enlightened are those which 
have the highest per cent. of people in 
their asylums. Savages and barbarians 
hardly ever become crazed. Reckless 
‘epeculation has been the means of driv- 
ing many a poor fellow to an insane 
asylum. Wall street’s victims can be 
found in nearly every Eastern asylum. 
The Comstock mines have destroyed 
the minds of many on this coast.

The United States is a peace-loving 
nation, and not anxious to be at war;

posesthan anybody. The Salt Lake 
Tribune says the Congress whose sen- 
sion bas just closed, appropriated for 
army, navy, fortifications and military 
pensions, all military purposes, with 
the clerical mae employed on pen- 
sions, $160,000,000. This is the 
largest sum spent in peace for mili- 
tary purposes by any nation on the 
globe.

EASTER RN. 


Indian Troubles. 
Omana, August 17. 
The Sioux nation have notified the- 
authorities of a threatened outbreak. 
This Morning Dr. Mecmicudds, 
Agent of the Red Cloud. Indians at 


Pine Ridge Agency, telegraphed to 
the Secretary of the Interior, and his 
dispatch was repeated to ‘military 
headquarters in Omaha, stating that 
he had been informed that Red Cloud. 
ard other chiefs of the Sioux at Pine 
Ridge Agency had come to iuform him 
that unless he was relieved as agent 
by October 1 they would break out, 

and that they had sent word to the 
Post and Department Commanders to 
that effect. This afternoon another 
telegram was received from military 
fheadquarters from Major Sumner, of 
the Fifth Cavalry, commanding at 
Fort Robinson, that he had received a 
letter signed by 52 chiefs of the Sioux 
Nation, saying that widespread dis- 
satisfaction and trouble existed among 
the bands at the Pine Ridge Agency, 
and they called on General Crook to 
come up and adjust matters for them. 

They also said they had informed the 
Secretary of the Interior that unless 
within 60 days Dr. McGillicuddy, 
their agent, was relieved and their 
grievances made right, serious trouble 
could be expected. 

The. situation is regarded ag seri- 
ieus by the military officers in Omaha, 
who have fought these Indians and 
know, them well, There are about 
7.600 Sioux at Pine Ridge, and eighty 
miles from them at the Spotted Tail 
or Rosebud agency, there are 8,500 
under Spotted Tal, Jr., and White 
Thunder, and to the west 100 miles 
are 2,500 Crows, who have !eft their 
agency and will not stay on the reser- 
vation. They have been killing con- 
siderable cattle belonging to ranchmen 
who have occupied the northern terri- 
tory with their herds, but no serious 
trouble has occurred with the Crows. 
There are also a large number of Chey- 
ennes among the Sioux. 

A great many warriors are returning 
from Sitting Bull’s band, and who 
used to live with Red Cloud up to 
1876, when they struck out with Sit- 
ting Bull. They are an element of 
disturbance. Since the war of 1876 a 
great many young Sioux have grown 
up to be warriors, and, having listened 
to the tales of their fathers, they gre 
pow anxious fo distinguish themselves 
on the warpath, and are, therefore rest- 
less and eager for war. It is estimated 
that the Sioux and their allies can 
muster over 4,000 warriors, well 
mounted and splendidly equipped with 
arms atid ammunition. These Indians, 
although in the Department of Dako- 


braska line, and under the military su- 
pervision of General Terry, have ap- 
pealed to General Crook to coma to 
their aid and endeaver to adjust their 
grievances. They have every confi- 
dence in General Greok, as he has 
fought them during the last nine 
years,and knowing him to be a fair 
man, and understanding them well, 
they have reason to believe that he can 
settle the whole difficulty. General 
Crook has been ordered to the Depart- 
ment of Arizona, but it is likely, that 
| under the circumstances he will be 
specialiy commissioned to visit these 
Indians in the Department of Dakota 
and listen to their complaint and sug- 
gest some remedy. At piesent he is 
at Baltimore, but will return to Oma- 
ha on August 28d. What the Sioux 
grievances are is not definitely known 
here. Dr. McGillicuddy, the Pine 
Ridge agent, bears the reputation of 
being one of the best agents in the 
Indiau service. 
He is a man of 

ter, with splendid executive ability 
and undisputed experience. He served 
for a nu of years as a surveyer ou 
an engineering corps on the frontier. 
and was afterwards acting Assistant 
Surgeon in the army, He accom panied 
all of Gen. Crook’s expeditions against 
the Sioux anf Cheyennes, and became 
well acquainfed with many of the 
chiefs. His appointment as Indian 
Agent was strongly recommended by 
some of the most prominent military 
offi Sers, among whom was Gener 
Crook.

Dr. French, the Bishop of Lashore, 
has been given the war medal for 
Afghanistan ‘for having ministered 
under fre to dying soldiers during the 
campaign of 1879-81. The Bishop of 
Aucklaod, New Zealand—Dr. Cowie— 
has received two war medals, namely, 


the Indian, mutiny medal, with a 
clasp, for the final siege and capture 
of Lucknow, and the subsequent 
actions of Allygunge, Rooycah and 
Bareilly, and the frontier war medal 
for the short but sanguinary Umbeyla 
campaign in the Winter of 1863-4. 
A Bombay clergyman, the Rev. Mr. 
Allen, was given the war medal in 
1841 for his services in the field dur- 
ing the campaigns of that and the 
pregeeding year. None of the English 
papers, however, seem to remember 
that a few months ago the Rev. J. W. 
Adams, a chaplain attached to the 
Cabul field force, was awarded the 
Victoria eross for having at the battle 
of Kitla-Klazi extnested a number of 
lancers, who, with their horses, had 
fallen into a flooded ditch.
